Senator Melconian Co-Sponsors 
Gender Neutral Insurance 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is proud to announce that she is the co¬ 
sponsor of legislation banning discrimination on the 
basis of gender in the sale of all insurance policies. 
Currently, women receive fewer benefits than men in 
health, disability, life, and annuity insurance io propor¬ 
tion to the amount that they pay in premiums. 

“This systematic, institutionalized discrimination is 
a travesty that has no place in modern society," said 
Melconian. “It is not right to discriminate against 
women, any more than it would be to discrimate 
against African-Americans or members of different 
religious faiths.” 

The Senate legislation creates a comprehensive 
ban on discrimination on the basis of race, color, reli¬ 
gion, sex, marital status, pregnancy, or national origin 
and would supplement the haphazard regulations that 
currently guard against insurance discrimination. 
Discrimination on the basis of gender is the most 
widely practiced form of insurance discrimination. The 
practice was outlawed in Massachusetts for more 
than two years from 1989 until 1991 under regulations 
promulgated by the Division of Insurance. The regula-

tions were overturned in 1991 by the Supreme 
Judicial Court in the Tellas case as outside the scope 
of authority of the Commissioner of Insurance. 

Discrimination exists for several different types of 
insurance. In disability insurance, women often pay 
more than men but receive less in benefits and do not 
receive coverage for pregnancy related disabilities. 
Health insurance premiums are the same for men and 
women, but coverage for female-specific conditions 
are often omitted, costing women 68 percent more 
than men in out-of-pocket benefits. In life insurance, 
women pay lower premiums, but gain disproportion¬ 
ately less in cash values, dividends, and annuity 
options. Last year, Massachusetts women were paid 
$4 million less in annuities than their male counter¬ 
parts. 

“Tellas showed us that gender neutral insurance 
can work in Massachusetts,” said Melconian. “Isn't it 
time that the women of Massachusetts had justice 
and equality?” 

The bill was passed in the Senate in the 1999-2000 
session.

Preservation Act 


On December 14, 2000, the Community 
Preservation Act became effective in all 351 cities and 
towns in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. This 
act, signed into law by Governor Cellucci, gives each 
community the ability to adopt the act and establish a 
Community Preservation Fund for open space acqui¬ 
sition, historical preservation, and affordable housing. 

The Community Preservation Act is a tool which 
allows a community to establish a fund for the pur¬ 
pose of open land acquisition and preservation, his¬ 
torical preservation, and affordable housing (with 
funding coming from a property tax surcharge of up to 
three percent). In addition, the state will match local 
community funds up to 100 percent with funds from 
the Community Preservation Trust Fund (which is 
funded from an increase in recording fees at the 
Registry of Deeds). 

In keeping with the above, Mayor Richard Cohen 
and City Council President Gina Letellier have 
appointed an Ad Hoc Community Preversation 


Committee to inform the citizens of Agawam of the act 
and solicit public input prior to making a recommen¬ 
dation to the Council regarding its adoption. If a favor¬ 
able recommendation for adoption were forwarded to 
the council, the question of acceptance would be put 
on the November ballot in the form of a referendum 
question to determine if the citizens of Agawam want 
to adopt the act. 

The Community Preservation Ad Hoc Committee 
will be holding a public meeting later in the month of 
March, the purpose of which will be to explain the 
requirements of the Community Preservation Act, 
solicit input, and answer questions concerning the act. 
The date, time, and location will be announced short¬ 
ly-

Full-Day Kindergarten 
Provides Positive Start

Much research has been done to study the effects 
and benefits of half-day kindergarten programs vs. 
full-day programs. Research shows that a full-day 
program is more academic- and skill-oriented than a 
half-day program, the teachers have more flexibility 
and feel less rushed to cram a full-time curriculum into 
a two-hour timeframe. 

In a full-day program, the teachers have more time 
for one-on-one instruction, thus recognizing and 
meeting the individual needs of students rather than 
spending all of their time in large-group instruction. 

Children of a full-day program also have more time 
for hands-on learning, which has been proven to be 
more child-oriented and less stressful. By lengthening 
the school day, teachers will have more time to meet 
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their curriculum in a less stressful atmosphere and 
provide students with an easier transition into first 
grade. 

Children of a full-day program benefit from a full 
curriculum plus the ability to engage in additional 
activities, such as computer centers, art, music, and 
special projects involving science and/or social stud¬ 
ies. 

The educational standards today are higher than 
they were 15 or 20 years ago and we need to support 
the needs of our children by providing them with a 
positive start to their academic careers.

Full-Day Kindergarten 
Important On Many Levels 

To The Editor: 

Why discussion of full-day kindergarten continues 
to revolve around a component of class bias eludes 
me. No one to my knowledge has ever once 
expressed an interest in full-day kindergarten as an 
avenue to the socialization of daycare. 

Daycare has no curriculum attached. To suggest 
that working parents are prioritizing their very own 
convenience over the social well-being of their very 
own children amounts to no less than an offensive 
form of class warfare than any community’s failure to 
make amends for the declining academic perform¬ 
ance of less fortunate elementary school children in 
the first place. 

The purpose of a public school system is to provide 
all children equal access to same educational oppor¬ 
tunities regardless of class, and the full-day kinder¬ 
garten is a demonstrated means of alleviating a trag¬ 
ic distinction between the less affluent and more well 
off in elementary school education. 

As it is, ample studies have already clearly demon¬ 
strated how the social well-being of children improves 
and is enhanced under the full-day kindergarten pro¬ 
gram. Given how disparities in a family's income influ¬ 
ence educational and social outcomes at this veoj 
moment, it is important to flatten class-based out¬ 
come disparities as soon as possible, if not immedi¬ 
ately. The full-day kindergarten can do this, and has 
been shown to improve academic preparedness for 
prospective elementary students in any case.

Attention: Gulf War veterans who think they may 
have symptoms of Gulf War illnesses are advised to 
seek medical help. The Department of Defense 
remains very concerned that some active duty, 
reserve components, and former service members 
believe they’ve become ill because of their service in 
the war. 

Those service members and veterans should con¬ 
tact DoD or VA-sponsored outreach programs imme¬ 
diately. One in seven veterans who went to the Gulf 
had symptoms, and they think they got those symp¬ 
toms in the Gulf. You are you own best health advo¬ 
cate. Don't tough it out if you think you are sick; go 
and get evaluated. 

About 697,000 Americans served in southwest 
Asia during the Gulf War, according to official statis¬ 
tics. About 120,000 people have been examined for 
Gulf War illness. Ten percent of those examined were 
deemed healthy, while 90 percent were determined to 
exhibit symptomatic illnesses. Of those with symp¬ 
toms, 80 percent were medically diagnosed and treat¬ 
ed for a specific known illness, while 20 percent 
remain undiagnosed. 

The most common symptoms experienced by Gulf 
War veterans reporting illnesses include tiredness, 
headaches, joint pains, diarrhea, memory loss, 
depression, rashes, muscle aches, abdominal pain, 
hair loss, sleep disturbance, and concentration prob¬ 
lems (to name a few).

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Fire Wise... 

How To Report 
A Fire - Or 
Any Emergency

All too frequently, we hear of tragic stories regard¬ 
ing people who call to report their house is on fire, yet 
(in their fright) forget to tell the dispatcher their 
address. Others claim they called the fire department 
and the dispatcher kept them on the telephone asking 
questions. 

However, what seems - at the time - like needless 
questions will actually aid the fire department in get¬ 
ting assistance quickly to your home. 

* In the event you are in a residence or building that 
catches fire, evacuate the building and call the fire 
department at 911 from a neighbor’s telephone or 
nearby office building. 

* When the dispatcher answers, inform him or her 
that you are reporting a fire emergency. Tell them your 
name. The dispatcher may ask you to spell your 
name. 

* The dispatcher will request the telephone number 
you are calling from, in case of an accidental discon¬ 
nection or if additional information is needed. 

* Next, provide the dispatcher with the address of 
the fire and the nearest cross street, if known. If you 
are in an unfamiliar area when you discover a fire and 
are unsure of the address, try to give the dispatcher 
specific landmarks (such as the name on an adjacent 
building) that will help the fire department locate the 
fire. 

* Stay on the telephone until the dispatcher com¬ 
pletes the questioning and disconnects the call. 

* In the event of a medical emergency, stay calm 
and give the dispatcher as much information as pos¬ 
sible as to the nature of the medical emergency. Many 
dispatchers have special emergency medical training 
and may be able to provide you with some lifesaving 
techiques to use until emergency help arrives. 

Emergency calls made the right way help save 
lives. False emergency calls made as a joke are 
crimes that cost lives. False alarms tie up emergency 
lines and endanger emergency personnel driving to 
the scene. Many dispatchers tape and trace incoming 
calls, and this can help apprehend those calling in 
false alarms.

Unfair Suffering... 

Have you ever wondered why certain people suf¬ 
fer? Each of us probably knows at least one person 
who has endured great setbacks, and from our per¬ 
spective at least, for no reason. It may make sense to 
us why bad people suffer, but not when good people 
suffer. Seemingly unfair suffering has been around as 
long as people have been; the Bible tells us that even 
though Able was a righteous man, Cain rose up 
against his brother Able, and killed him. Unfair 
suffering has never made sense, but as King Solomon 
once said, “There is nothing new under the 
sun .”People suffered unfairly in Jesus' time, and per¬ 
haps more than today, because there was more cru¬ 
elty then than now. About this same time Jesus was 
told that Pilate had given orders for some people 
from Galilee to be killed while they were offering 
sacrifices. Jesus replied, “Do you think that these 
people were worse sinners than everyone else in 
Galilee just because of what happened to them? 
Not at all! But you can be sure that if you don’t 
turn back to God, every one of you will also be 
killed. What about those eighteen people who 
died when the tower in Siloam fell on them? Do 
you think they were worse than everyone else in 
Jerusalem? Not at all! But you can be sure that if 
you don’t turn back to God, everyone of you will 
also die.” 

While it is not specifically asserted in this story, one 
of the implications one gets from reading it is that the 
people to whom Jesus was speaking were operating 
on the assumption that good things should happen to 
good people, and bad things should happen to bad 
people. So they wondered what went wrong. They 
looked to find fault in the people who suffered, much 
like another occasion, when the disciples asked Jesus 
about a man born blind. Jesus’ disciples, asked, 
“Teacher, why was this man born blind? Was it 
because he or his parents sinned?” 

Perhaps we look to “blame the victim” when unjust 
suffering occurs, because we are trying desperately to 
assign order to events when there is no order. We find 
disorder threatening, because we realize that next

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time it could be us. Maybe that’s the reason we look 
for reasons behind every event. As well, there are 
some people who feel the need to protect God’s 
honor, particularly when things go haywire. Since we 
credit God for good things, the thinking goes that per¬ 
haps we should blame God for the bad things that 
happen. Therefore, in order to avoid blaming God for 
bad things that happen, some people find solace in 
blaming the victim instead. 

Jesus did not seem to need to engage Himself in 
such speculation. He refused to assign blame for 
Pilate’s vicious attack on the victims. He did not seem 
to need to defend God in the matter, as though the 
event was somehow God’s fault. Perhaps He won¬ 
dered, as some of us might, why Pilate wasn’t being 
blamed for the bad event. After all, it was Pilate who 
caused it. 

Jesus went on to link the people whom Pilate had 
murdered with an unfortunate group of people who 
happened to be standing on or near a tower when it 
collapsed on them. At first glance, this might seem 
strange, since one group of people were the victims of 
a savage and deliberate attack, while the others just 
happened to be at the wrong place at the wrong time. 

In both cases, Jesus warned His hearers that if 
they “don’t turn back to God, you will also die.” It 
may be that Jesus was trying to remind His hearers 
that life is a tenuous thing. There are no guarantees 
that any of us will live for any particular length of time. 
To put it bluntly, each of us must be “ready to meet our 
Maker” on a moment’s notice. The original language 
seems to support this idea. The New Testament has a 
couple of words to denote death, the most common of 
which means “die” as in “cease living, breathing, etc.” 
Another New Testament word denoting death actually 
means “perish,” which has the connotation of some¬ 
thing beyond mere expiration. 

The word Jesus used in this instance was “perish.” 
He seemed to be saying, “please take the opportunity 
while you have it to get right with God, or you will per¬ 
ish.” Maybe His message to them and to us is that we 
must not make the fatal mistake of failing to see the 
forest for the trees. In The Parable of the Sower, 
Jesus warned us about the risk of getting caught up 
by “the worries of this life and the deceitfulness of 
wealth.” Life is too short to not see the big picture. 

Maybe suffering is a blessing in disguise. Suffering 
can shake us free from being lulled into complacency. 
We wonder why a loving God allows unfair suffering, 
or any suffering, at all. It may be that suffering is say¬ 
ing to us: “Grasp the love of God, and His hand, while 
you can.”

Making The Most Of 
Your IRA In Retirement 

(Part 1 Of 2 ) 

The popularity of the individual retirement account 
(IRA) as a retirement savings tool has reached unpar¬ 
alleled heights in recent years. 

In fact, according to a recent estimate by the 
Washington, D.C.-based Employee Benefit Research 
Institute (EBRI), Americans had invested $2.4 trillion 
in IRAs as of year-end 1999. 

Based on their total dollar volume, as well as the 
numerous articles written about funding them, ifs 
clear that investors know how to invest in IRAs. 

Yet investors might not know as much about an 
equally important topic: what to do with your IRA once 
you’ve reached your retirement years. 

The Basics of IRAs 

How you handle your IRA in your retirement will 
likely depend on the type of IRA that you have: 

* The traditional IRA, created by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment in 1974, allows you to invest up to $2,000 annu¬ 
ally with two major tax benefits: you may be able to 
deduct each year’s contribution from your federal 
income taxes, and the money grows tax-deferred. 

However, you’ll owe income taxes on your distribu¬ 
tions from your traditional IRA. By law, you’re required 
to begin receiving minimum distributions from a tradi¬ 
tional IRA at age 70-1/2. 

A rollover IRA is a type of traditional IRA used to 
ho\d a distribution from a 401 (W) or simitar employer- 
sponsored retirement plan. 

To avoid the tax penalties associated with receiving 
a large sum of tax-deferred money, you may want to 
“roll over” your retirement plan funds directly into a 
qualified account such as a rollover IRA. 

A rollover IRA allows you to retain the option of 
transferring your rollover funds into a new company’s 
retirement plan, as long as you don’t make any indi¬ 
vidual contributions to the rollover account. Because 
the rollover IRA is a traditional IRA, you’re required to 
begin receiving minimum distributions from a rollover 
at age 70-1/2. 

The Roth IRA allows you to invest up to $2,000 
every year. While contributions to a Roth IRA are not 
tax-deductible, your contributions can grow tax-free, 
and you won’t have to pay taxes on your withdrawals 
after retirement (provided you hold the account for at 
least five years and begin withdrawals after age 59- 
1 / 2 ). 

And, unlike the traditional IRA, you’re not required 
to begin making withdrawals from a Roth IRA at any 
age, making the Roth IRA a potential estate-planning 
tool.

Alimony... 

Question: I have been married for 24 years. I was 
a stay-at-home mother; my husband provided all 
financial support for our family. Our three children 
have completed their education and are self-support¬ 
ing. Recently, I obtained a full-time job, earning 
$20,000 yearly, and I plan to return to college. My 
husband, a corporate executive, earns over $100,000 
annually, plus benefits. If I file for divorce, is my hus¬ 
band still required to support me? 

Answer: The award of spousal support, or 
ALIMONY, is money awarded for the care, support, 
and maintenance of a spouse. Alimony may be paid 
either on a temporary basis when the dependant 
spouse obtains an education or is recuperating from 
an illness, or paid long-term, until the death of the 
recipient, the death of the payer spouse, or until the 
remarriage of the recipient spouse. Other factors for 
temination of alimony include retirement of the payor 
spouse. Traditionally, the husband pays alimony to 
the wife because in a traditional household, the hus¬ 
band is the working spouse and the wife is the home¬ 
maker. The Probate Court Judge must consider sev¬ 
eral factors in determining whether or not to award 
alimony in each particular case. These factors are 
enumerated in M.G.L. Chapter 208, Section 34. 

“Section 34 of Chapter 208, entitled “Alimony or 
assignment of estate; determination of amount; health 
insurance.” Section 34 sets forth the following factors 
which the court SHALL consider in “determinating the 
amount of alimony, if any, to be paid" are “the length

Premarital Agreements... 

In recent years there has been growing interest in 
the use of premarital agreements to plan for marriage, 
and even to plan for death or the contingency of 
divorce in the event that the marriage does not work 
out. Such agreements have been given increased 
recognition by the courts. 

Agreements between persons who are engaged to 
be married have traditionally been called “antenuptial” 
or “prenuptial” agreements in Massachusetts. In 
recent years there has been a tendency to refer to 
such agreements simply as “premarital” agreements. 

It may appear as a matter of first impression that 
premarital planning for the contingency of divorce is 
absurd and contrary to the hope for success which 
most engaged couples bring to their marriage. 
However, a growing number of persons consult attor¬ 
neys with precisely this goal in mind. 

In many cases, this is due to an unhappy prior 
divorce experience of one or both of the contracting 
parties, who choose to believe that in the event their 
marriage fails, some degree of financial premarital 
planning will mitigate the effect of the failure. 

In upholding the enforcement of premarital agree¬ 
ments, the Massachusetts courts have added the 
important qualification that such agreements must be 
fair and reasonable both at the time of execution and 
“at the time of the entry of the judgment nisi.”

In fact, practically any material that can be stitched 
with a sewing needle can be embroidered. As far as 
designs go, they include just about anything you can 
imagine - from simple lettering on a tee-shirt or base¬ 
ball cap, to your company’s logo, and complex, multi¬ 
colored designs, large and small alike. 

Cheryl has lived in Agawam with her husband, 
Kenneth, for the past 21 years and they have three 
children. She has been operating Unique Creations 
for the past 11 years. With no employees (other than 
her father, George Nay, who helps out), she is able to 
pass a significant savings along to her customers. 

Cheryl does the complex embroidering work her¬ 
self, employing a state-of-the-art, 10-color, four-head 
computerized embroiderer capable of creating intri¬ 
cate, multi-colored designs. She also has a smaller, 
nine-color, single head machine for the simpler tasks. 

With the help of computer programs, Cheryl can 
scan a design into her system, creating a template (or 
basic outline), after which she lays the stitching on 
top. After creating the design, she saves it to floppy 
disk, then simply slips it into the disk drive of the 
embroiderer, which does the rest of the work. 

“I can create designs for individuals, companies, 
and various organizations alike," she said. “A cus¬ 
tomer can give me a basic idea of what they are look¬ 
ing for and I will work with them and design cus¬ 
tomized artwork from scratch,” she added. 

While some businesses that do embroidery insist 
you order a minimum number of items, as well as 
charge astronomical prices, Unique Creations does¬ 
n’t.

In Osborne v. Osborne 384 Mass. 591, 1981, the 
Supreme Judicial Court concluded that “the antenup¬ 
tial contract is controlling on all claims of the husband, 
and, therefore, we do not reach the questions relating 
to the proper application of G.L. chapter 208, section 
34” (division of marital property). 

Thus, a properly drafted fair and reasonable pre¬ 
marital agreement can be used to avoid a judicial 
determination of property division and alimony. 
However, the court will not apply a waiver of marital 
rights in a premarital agreement when to do so would 
itself be unfair. 

Need For Independent Counsel 

An attorney cannot undertake to provide legal rep¬ 
resentation in circumstances where a conflict of inter-' 
est exists. It is clear that since a premarital agreement 
defines legal rights and liabilities as between parties 
whose financial interests are or may be at some 
future date adverse to each other, that one lawyer 
cannot advise and represent both parties to the 
agreement. 

Whether the court will enforce, in whole or in part, 
the provisions of a premarital agreement depends in 
part upon the court finding: 

1. the agreement contains fair and reasonable pro¬ 
visions measured at the time of its execution; 

2. the parties were "fully informed” of the other 
party's worth prior to the agreement, and; 

3. the agreement is fair and reasonable at the time 
of the applicable divorce.

What Is Back Pain?

Frozen Shoulder Syndrome 

Frozen shoulder syndrome is a common cause of 
shoulder pain and disability in the general population. 
The shoulder is painful and restricted in motion. This 
syndrome can last several months, which can be quite 
frustrating. Normal activities can be quite difficult to 
perform. For example, shutting the car door, opening 
a jar, or even sleeping can be quite a chore. 

Frozen shoulder is called “adhesive capsulitis.” The 
shoulder capsule develops adhesions which restrict 
motion. The incidence of adhesive capsulitis in the 
general population is two to five percent, with a rate of 
10 to 20 percent in diabetics. Women are affected at 



a slightly higher rate than men. Typically, the non¬ 
dominant arm is more affected, although some 
patients develop it in both arms. I imagine that could 
be a real challenge! 

Conservative management of frozen shoulder syn¬ 
drome includes chiropractic manipulation of the shoul¬ 
der to restore motion of the joint and free the capsule 
from adhesions. Therapeutic modalities (ultrasound, 
interferential current therapy) help to pump inflamma¬ 
tion and decrease tightness. Exercise is important to 
mobilize the joint and pump fluid. A stretching pro¬ 
gram to increase flexibility is also important. Soft-tis¬ 
sue therapy is beneficial in order to break down adhe¬ 
sions that may develop. 

Frozen shoulder syndrome can be a frustrating 
problem.

In these past several weeks I have been sharing

THE OPERATION - The Call 


Growing up in my family, even to this day, the issue 
of healthy touch, as I remember, is nearly non-exis¬ 
tent. I half-fondly experience the obligatory kiss on the 
cheek to my mother upon my greetings and depar¬ 
ture. Whereas, I always enjoy, except when he is 
drunk, my father’s seemingly more genuine hug and 
kiss. 
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If it wasn't dad dishing out the hit, my older brother 
could always be counted on to enlist my younger 
brothers to constantly punch me on my back, sadisti¬ 
cally taking advantage of my bronchial condition. 
Their repeated gang-banging of my upper back would 
echo the familiar chorus of me gasping for air. I expe¬ 
rienced this as a preparation and reinforcement of 
what it meant for me to be a member in this family. 
The privilege of membership, “don’t tell, don’t cry and 
just take more." The cost — me!! 

The role I learned in my family was one of being 
“valued” for how many punches — how much pain — 
I could take. It was to be e “dopey Danny” by doing 
whatever it took to confirm my lack of ‘common sense’ 
as measured by them. It was to feel badly, despite my 
stellar performances out on the hard court or ball 
fields of my youth. My role was to always look for 
opportunities to mediate all family conflict in the house 
by communicating for the different parties who never 
communicated to one another and, in fact, hardly 
communicated to me, but I was to somehow know 
what the other person was feeling and thinking. And 
the most difficult job I possessed was to remain at 
home, so my siblings could get out of the house, while 
I loyally stood by my mom to protect her upon the 
return of her drunken husband. 

Maybe, only today, can I now more fully appreciate 
why it is so difficult to remember much of my life story 
prior to age 12, when I entered my self proclaimed 
exodus from home, to again, loyally take up the role 
as the family’s next generation priest. I still wonder 
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become. My hope is that there is a softer, gentler side 
to me that somehow survived those hard-to-remem- 
ber years. A side that, on some level, prepared me 
well to truly respond to your ‘call’ in a manner that fills 
me with greater freedom to have my softer, gentler 
side available to both you and to me. 

As you gaze back up at me, your daddy, with your 
powder blue eyes opened to me, for perhaps the final 
time, I wonder, can you see me? Really see me? Do 
you know me? What have you to say about how I 
have cared for you so far? I sit here holding you, 
struggling to listen to you, to receive from you, won¬ 
dering what it is I can give to you and to myself? Can 
I move away from those strong desires to blame my 
family for the interference I feel connecting with you 
and with myself? Can I move toward greater connec¬ 
tion to all sides involved and into a greater apprecia¬ 
tion of the experiences given me by all those who 
have touched my life In one form or another? 

Thank you, Julia, for the gift that is you and for the 
wonder of our eyes meeting. In a deeply profound 
way, I can finally begin to ‘own’ my part in loving 
myself and receiving from you your loving response 
offered those second and third days together, a real 
privilege!

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Changes Of Face- 

One of the earliest fascinations among early film¬ 
makers and audiences alike was the notion of meta¬ 
morphosis. Dating back to such classics as “The 
Wolfman” and “Dr. Jeckyl & Mr. Hyde,” the metamor¬ 
phosis of human into creature continues to appeal to 
audiences today. This week, I’ve selected some con¬ 
temporary examples. 

* “The Howling”: 1981. Rated R. 

Although not a remake, director Joe Dante defi¬ 
nitely had the classic film “The Wolfman” on his mind 
while producing this thriller. A town is slowly overrun 
by savage werewolves who (by film’s end) pretty 
much comprise the entire cast. 

The film is moderately successful at generating 
tension. There are scenes that definitely will have you 
on the edge of your seat, and these largely make up 
the reason why I recommend you see this one if you 
haven’t already. 

Aside from that, the performances are only aver¬ 
age and are frequently rescued from disaster by the 
special effects sequences. Lead actress Dee 
Wallace’s metamorphosis is clearly the apex of the 
suspense and caps the story in appropriate fashion. 

This film isn’t the best werewolf film you could rent, 
but it is a lot of fun. 2 STARS. 

* “The Fly”: 1986. Rated R. 

This is director David Cronenberg’s remake of the 
1958 original film of the same name, in which a sci¬ 
entist, Seth Brundle, experiments with transporting 
matter from one chamber to another. When he 
decides to test the invention on himself, a housefly 
slips into the chamber with him unnoticed. What fol- 
lows is a journey of the grotesque and macabre, as 
Brundle realizes that his and the fly’s atoms have 
reassembled together. 

Jeff Goldblum stars as Brundle, with Geena Davis 
and John Getz as the co-stars. In terms of drawing 
any kind of comparison between this and the original 
chiller, there really is just the plot in common. 
Everything else including art direction, script, charac¬ 
terizations, and tone are unique to this film. 

The individuality of this film, however, does prove 
to be an asset. There are enough solid components 
to the screenplay to hold the audience’s attention. 
This makes the chills of the film much more impactful. 
Be warned, however, it is not for the squeamish! You 
will surely look at those pesky houseflies differently 
this summer! 3 STARS. 

* “The Lost Boys”: 1987. Rated R. 

This was one of the more popular films from 1987, 
especially among adolescents; however, this is not to 
imply that adults can’t enjoy this modern-day vampire 
romp. The story centers around an aggressive teen- 
vampire-by-night who leads a tribe of his peers on 
late-night blood hunts. 

Kieffer Sutherland stars as the vampire leader, with 
Jason Patric and Jamie Gertz in supporting roles. The 
film is worth seeing, if for no other reason the fantas¬ 
tic cinematography. Sutherland, who makes an espe¬ 
cially horrendous vampire, delivers a commendable 
performance as well. 

The storyline is only average due to the very for¬ 
mulaic (and overly familiar) plot that is very reminis¬ 
cent of almost every other film from the genre. 

This doesn’t cripple the picture completely, howev¬ 
er, because there are scares and moments of terror 
that are executed and filmed so perfectly that the 
film’s plot flaws are forgotten. 3 STARS.

Thinking About “The Grill”... 

Did you know you can send in recipes to me at P.O. 
Box 741, Agawam, MA 01001? 

It’s time to start thinking about your grill. The good 
weather is right around the comer (let’s have faith, 
folks!). I know I enjoy a nice, charcoal-broiled steak. 
Do you? 

There are so many ways of getting a grilled steak. 
Do you use charcoal or a gas grill? Either way, be 
sure that you’ll start the “outdoor cooking season” on 
the right note. 

Bring that baby out into the sunshine while you 
have the radio on and you’re listening to my show and 
clean it. If it’s a gas grill, take all of the lava rocks out 
and brush them clean. If you have had them for a 
while, go to Rocky’s and buy some new ones. 

Look at the burner. If you have rust holes in the 
burner, it’s time to replace it. Do it now before the sea¬ 
son actually begins. 

After you reassemble the grill, fire that rascal up 
and bring the temperature right up (as high as it can 
go) so that you bum off all the bacteria that you have 
missed while cleaning. Every time you use a grill, you 
should make sure that you raise the temperature and 
then lower to cooking temps. You do not need to 
break the grill down and clean after each use. 

A charcoal grill? Brush out the grill. Hose off the 
spider webs. Inspect for rust holes and you’re ready 
for business. Need a new grill, go and see the fabu¬ 
lous grills at Fireside Designs on Riverdale Road in 
West Springfield; he carries the Cadillac of grills. 

Now let’s cook some steaks. What is your favorite 
steak? T-Bones? Filet mignon? New York sirloin? Me, 
/ am partial to rib eyes. They're tender and have more 
flavor than the rest (at least in my humble opinion). 

Take some boneless rib eyes and season ’em up 
with garlic, salt, and black pepper. Grill to a medium 
rare. It doesn’t get any better... or does it? To kind of 
spice things up a bit, you can vary the seasonings that 
you use. 

After cooking, you can put a dollop of seasoned 
butter on top to melt on the way to the table. Try mak¬ 
ing Cajun blackened steaks or marinated steaks. All 
of these get the nod of approval from the “Food 
Dude.” 

The easiest marinade is bottled red wine vinegar 
salad dressing. Pour over your steaks or lamb chops, 
then marinate overnight. Grill to a medium rare. 
(Oooh, is that ever good!) On lamb, add some fresh 
rosemary and remove as much of the fat as possible 
without ruining the meat. 

For a seasoned butter, try these: roasted garlic, 
parsley, and red pepper flakes to taste, mixed with 
room-temperature butter. Place a nice, big spoonful 
on your steak ... wow! Blue cheese and fresh dill, 
mixed with the butter, is another tasty combo. Try the 
Montreal seasong for steaks; it’s real good, too.

He touched on many 
current events affecting the U.S. Armed Forces, 
including relations between China and Taiwan, the 
construction of defense systems, and the recent 
bombing in Baghdad. Ricks told the students, “I enjoy 
what I do because I am fascinated by our nation’s mil¬ 
itary and the tasks it fulfills.

Students 
had the opportunity to visit several military installa¬ 
tions, such as the Pentagon, the U.S. Marine Corps 
Combat Development Command at Quantico, the 
Naval Air Station at Patuxent River, the U.S. Naval 
Academy, among others. 

NYLF/DID culminated with a student-run simula¬ 
tion of international crises involving Korea, where stu¬ 
dents assumed true-to-life roles in making decisions 
to resolve a fictional global situation. 

The NYLF is a nonpartisan, nonprofit educational 
organization that sponsors highly specialized, career- 
oriented programs for outstanding high school stu¬ 
dents who demonstrate leadership potential.

The Agawam Public Schools will be conducting 
registration and screening of children entering kinder¬ 
garten in September 2001 

Children who will be five (5) years of age prior to 
October 1st are eligible for enrollment in kindergarten 
in September. 

Chapter 766, the Massachusetts Special 
Education Regulations, requires that each school dis¬ 
trict provide services for identifying children with spe¬ 
cial needs. 

Screening is not a test nor an in-depth evaluation, 
but an observance of how a child is growing in differ¬ 
ent areas of development. 

A screening team, composed of specialists, will be 
observing the children’s development in several 
areas, namely: Speech, Language, Gross and Fine 
motor, Behavior and Physical Development. 

This process will be completed during the kinder¬ 
garten registration which will be held at the elemen¬ 
tary schools: 

Screening dates are as follows: Granger School, 
March 29th & 30th; Clark School, April 5th & 6th; 
Robinson Park School, April 26th & 27th; Phelps 
School, May 3rd & 4th. Parents who have not already 
contactecd their neighborhood school should do so 
immediately. 

Children will be screened by appointment only.

Perhaps it’s because something so horrific can¬ 
not be imagined, but ah, there’s the rub. It must be 
imagined and must be dealt with. The unhappy stu¬ 
dent must be listened to and confronted. Sometimes, 
the situation can be defused.

Lemnah-Warner Now At The Helm Of Girls’ Lacrosse; 


Hyland Named New Softball Chief At AHS

Agawam High girls’ lacrosse has a new coach, 
even though she’s a familiar face at AHS - Carla 
Lemnah-Warner. In the fall, she runs the field hockey 
program. 

According to the coach, it will be a challenge. She’ll 
be replacing the very popular Cindy Grieve, the 
team's long-time coach who initiated the program. 
“The kids really loved her, and rightly so. I’ll be filling 
some big shoes,” Warner said with a laugh. 

While she admits, unlike field hockey, that she 
never played lacrosse in college, she does have vital 
experience through coaching. “I’ve coached the 
Westfield junior girls’ lacrosse program for five years. 
So, I know my way around the sport," she noted. 

Grieve stressed attacking up the field via a good 
passing game. “We’ll continue to do that because it’s 
the quickest way to set up your offense. And, of 
course, we’ll also stress strength and conditioning, as 
did coach Grieve,” stated Warner. 

Warner will have one advantage her predecessor 
didn’t enjoy. Assistant Principal Kathy McSweeney 
(the former athletic director) started a fledging feeder 
program for girls’ lacrosse last year, which means kids 
coming along will start to get the basic skills (which 
should enable them to come into the AHS program 
with a clue as to what’s going on). “That program will 
be a great plus for us. I expect all the kids involved will 
hit the ground running,” Warner smiled. 

There is an interesting twist to the new coaching 
crew. Warner has asked Sue Pelligrinelli, the coach of 
the powerful Southwick girls’ field hockey team, to join 
her. “Sue is involved with me in the Westfield junior 
program. She’ll be a co-coach.” 

That’s an interesting concept. “Yeah, I know. Sue 
has been a good friend and a good foe in field hock¬ 
ey through the years. She is interested in getting a 
girls’ lacrosse program going in Southwick,” stated 

Warner, adding, “We work well together.” 

* * * 

If Warner has big shoes to fill, then the new girls’ 
softball coach will have to occupy a pair of spit-shined 
combat boots. That person is former Brownie and 
University of Rhode Island (URI) softball star Courtnie 
Hyland, who will take over for the well-known and 
much-respected Debbie Lickley (who retired after last 
season). 

Hyland graduated from AHS in 1996 after a stellar 
career as a catcher that saw her gain All-Western 
Mass, first-team honors as a junior and senior, and 
the Western Mass, softball MVP award in her senior 


year. She was also a member of two Agawam 
Western Mass, champion softball teams as a junior 
and senior. 

She then received a softball scholarship to URI, 
playing four years for the Rams before graduating last 
spring. Hyland was an assistant to Lickley last year. 
The Brownies went 14-6 and made the playoffs as the 
sixth seed. They lost to third-seeded West Side in the 
second round. 

Hyland addressed the comparisons that will natu¬ 
rally be raised between herself and the former coach. 
“I played for her all four years of my varsity career. 
She had qualities that I admired then and still do - a 
great work ethic, pride, and respect for her players, 
which was totally returned. No one can really replace 


her. But I feel I can reach and maintain the high stan¬ 
dards she set for Agawam softball.” 

To that end, Hyland says she’ll pattern her style of 
coaching after her mentor. “I will be the boss. We’ll be 
a hard-nosed team. I’m aware that some of the kids 
might test me early on. It's the nature of competition. 
Everyone wants to win.” 

Things the coach will stress include the basics, 
teamwork, and more consistency at the plate. “I’m not 
necessarily concerned with them hitting home runs, 
but just making contact and hitting more in general,” 
she noted. 

Hyland majored in environmental science at URI.

AHS Boys’ Hoop More Competitive This 
Season; Team Continues Rebuilding Process

A 3-17 season may not seem like much, but com¬ 
ing on the heels of a 0-20 campaign, it looks pretty 
good. So it was for the Agawam High’s boys’ basket¬ 
ball team this past campaign; they were slightly better 
because there was just no way, they were going to suf¬ 
fer through another winless winter, and because the 
kids themselves showed lots of improvement. 

Second-year Coach Brian Alves had two bona fide 
stars - senior center Lou Conte, Jr. (351 pts. - 17.6 
ppg, 9 rpg) and junior two guard Vitaly 
Dzhenzherukha (222 pts. -13.1 ppg). The supporting 
cast included senior Sean Mercandante at 6.6 ppg. 
The coach had some problems with manpower, 
though. Senior Matt Dion left the team very early in 
the season. Sophomore guard Mario Maloni (brother 
of Barbara) injured an ankle early and hardly played 
for most of the season. 

Rather than bringing someone up from the JV’s, 
Alves went with an eight-man roster. In the run-and- 
gun world of Western Mass, boys’ hoop (where the 
term “half-court offense” can be considered a dirty 
word), not going 10 deep to give the starters a blow 
was not an attractive option, but you are what you are. 

And, the Brownies - who were always game, with 
no quit in their vocabulary - ran with the best of them. 
They got pasted by some, but were far more compet¬ 
itive this time around. 

Agawam scored just under 1,000 points this sea¬ 
son (49.1 ppg), which almost dictated more losses 
than wins. Combine that with their points against, over 
1,200 (63.2 ppg), and you .can see they were up 
against it. 

Things started out well, with an opening 55-46 win 
over Sci-Tech. It went downhill after that, as the team 


suffered through a six-game losing streak. They got 
their second win on January 12th (56-40 against 
Ludlow), then endured a five-game swoon before their 
third and final win of the season, beating Putnam, 53- 
43 on February 1st. 

Another six-game skid closed out the campaign. 

Their biggest margin of victory was 16 against 
Ludlow. Their worst defeat was against Amherst (the 
seventh seed in the tournament) by 54 points (82-28) 
in their third game of the season way back on 
December 22nd. 

There were some games that could have gone in 
their favor and, thus, boost the numbers in the left- 
hand column. They barely fell to Putnam, 52-47, on 
January 19th. Ludlow only beat them by seven (60- 
53) on February 9th. And they gave Central (the fourth 
seed in the tournament) all they wanted in the season 
finale, falling 60-53 in probably the best game they 
played all season. 

Old foe West Springfield (seeded fifth) downed the 
Brownies twice (69-48, 1/18 and 56-44, 2/13). 

The single-game high scorer was Conte on 
February 16th. The big senior pumped in 33 in a 75- 
61 loss to Minnechaug. The best three-point perform¬ 
ance went to Mercandante, who drilled five treys in 
that setback to the Falcons. 

The Brownies had 73 three-pointers. Mercandante 
led the list with 31. Vitaly chipped in 25. Ian Kearney 
was third with seven. Conte had five. 

AHS will have its sophomore corps back next sea¬ 
son - point guard Joey Clark, forward David Bienia, 
guard Mike DeFilippi, and Maloni. All of them will be 
more experienced, and they will be upperclassmen.

Season Review... 

Brownie Wrestlers 
Came Close To 
Taking Whole Show

Once again, Agawam High wrestling was among 
the region’s elite programs in the 2000-2001 season. 

Picked by the pundits at the start of the year to be 
just off the radar scope, they finished second in 
Western Mass, behind Ludlow and ahead of predict¬ 
ed champion Central when the mats were stowed 
away. 

Second-year varsity Coach Kirk Parker saw some 
very positive things over the course of the season. 
“First, the kids - as they always do - had a great atti¬ 
tude, despite some unavoidable setbacks. They 
worked hard, ducked nobody, and gave a good 
account of themselves in every match they wrestled.” 

There was really only one negative, according to 
Parker - the unavoidable setbacks, which were 
injuries. They had two big ones that might have meant 
the difference between their excellent finish and a 
great one. First, Ryan Sullivan (103) went down early 
with an elbow injury and was lost for most of the sea¬ 
son. The freshman had been counted upon for a 
bunch of points in his weight class. 

Then, All-Western Mass, performer Corey 
Federico exited with a broken arm three-quarters 
through, leaving a huge void in the 145 weight class. 

The coach then commented on what perhaps has 
been the great strength of Agawam wrestling (which 
has been obvious over the years) - depth, and talent¬ 
ed depth at that. "Yeah, kids stepped up all season 
long, filling in here and there with top performances,” 
he said. 

Sullivan was replaced by another freshman, Rocco 
Arzola, who (while not winning every match) still got 
some important points. The 145’s seemed in desper¬ 
ate straits until Paul Pilegi stalked onto the mat. The 
sophomore filled in admirably for Federico before 
going down with an injury just before Western Mass., 
where he’d grabbed the sixth seed. 

Parker then picked freshman Tony Manzi (who 
usually wrestles at 130) to take up the slack. Manzi 
won two matches at the tournament before going out 
in the third round. 

There were others who sucked it up for the oppor¬ 
tunity to be a part of the program, according to the 
coach. 

Senior Nick Beaudette (171) battled mono for part 
of the season, but he managed to finish third in 
Western Mass. 

Adam Blackak (135), another senior, finished with 
a 24-8 record and a third place in the tournament. 

Senior veteran Mike Hill (152) - who’s a very quiet 
kid, according to the coach - turned in a record of 20- 
8 and a third in Western Mass. 

Senior John DeCaro, the All-State soccer goalie 
who came back to the program after a year off, wres¬ 
tled at 215 despite weighing 180 pounds soaking wet. 

Perhaps one of the biggest stories (literally and fig¬ 
uratively) was that of heavyweight Josh Abraham.

Abraham, a junior, had never wrestled before and 
weighed 315 pounds, which is a weight not allowed in 
competition. 

“Josh worked extremely hard to reach 275 pounds 
so he could participate. He became our number-one 
heavyweight and came in fourth in the tournament,” 
the coach noted. 

Agawam had four Western Mass champions at the 
tournament - Eric Hogan (119), Luke Cardone (130 
and a 22-0 record), Aaron Gilbert (140), and Brian 
Pedersen (189). They all went to the States; and, 
while none of them took home a title there, Gilbert 
(who was All-Western Mass last year as a junior) 
went on to win the 140-pound crown at the All-States. 

Parker pointed out the “money weights” for 
Agawam this year - the classes where they always 
seemed to pile up the points: 119, 130,140,145,152, 
171, and 189. “Traditionally, we've always been 
strong there, and this year was no different," he 
noted. 

Agawam finished 16-4 in dual meets. They won 
three tournaments; topping the Tomkiel Holiday bash, 
prevailing at the Golden Eagle Invitational (hosted by 
Central), and taking the top spot at Enfield. They were 
third at the Lowell Tournament, and finished sixth at 
the very tough Milford Invitational (which is attended 
by teams from every part of the state). 

“We always try to make that one (Milford) because 
it really shows us just how we match up against so 
many good teams,” said Parker. 

In the end, the coach says he’s satisfied with the 
season. “I told the kids at the banquet that they wres¬ 
tled well enough to win it all. But Western Mass, was 
held at Ludlow. That home-crowd advantage made a 
good team even better, probably adding 25 points to 
their overall total.”
